Pittsburgera lost over $1,000,000 as 
a result of the tornado which swept 
the gulf coast Monday. The Mononga- 
hela River Conaolidated Coal and Coke 
Company lost practically all the coal it 
had afloat, the value of which is esti- 
mated at over $600,000. 

Inquiries are being made by the In- 
sular Bureau of the War Department 
regarding the report from Manila that 
the revenue cutter, Sora, has been cap- 
tured by Moro pirates and her crew of 
14 murdered. No official advices have 
been received yet at the War Depart* 
ment. 

Section hands on the Louisville A 
Nashville railroad found the bodies of 
36 sailors and fisherman near Dunbar 
Station, L. This brings the total num- 
ber of dead resulting from last Mon- 
day’s hurricane up to approximately 
two hundred. The bodies were badly 
decomposed and were buried near the 
old trackbed, without identification. 

The total number of bales of cotton 
held on August 31, in the United States 
was 1,519,1132 as against 1,236,058 in 
1908, according to a report by the Cen- 
sus Bureau, and 1,514,567 in 1907. The 
quantity of cotton held in the cotton 
growing States on August 31 last was 
702,998 bales, and in all other States 
816,934 bales. 

The sect known as the Triune Im- 
raersionists, who have been patiently 
waiting- for the world to come lo an end 
at West Duxbury, Mass., for the past 
two days, have left the theater of their 
activities, as the millenium failed to 
appear on schedule time. Hungry and 
tired most of the 300 have repaired to 
their homes.

On a request for information from 
Dr. Ben L. Bruner, Secretary of State,
